Reason for Allowance 

Claims 1-2 are allowed for the following reasons: 

The instant application is deemed to be directed to a nonobvious improvement over the 
invention patented in Pat. No. Ouchi (US 20030039455 A1) 

Claim 1 is allowed because the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render obvious wherein the substrate comprises a GaAs layer and a 
semiconductor layer, and the light emitting element is formed on the GaAs layer and the 
optical path transforming structure is formed on the semiconductor layer in combination 
with the rest of the limitations of the base claim. Claim 2 is allowed by virtue of 
dependency.
